1 . This application claims benefit of the provisional application: 
60/547,757 with a filing date 02/24/2004. 

2. The oath or declaration filed on March 03, 2009 has been accepted by the 

Examiner. 

3. Amendment of claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9, 1 1 -1 2 and 1 4, cancellation of claims 4 and 1 3, 
and addition of claim 15 in the amendment filed on March 03, 2009 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-15 are pending in the application. No new matter has been 
found. Since the newly added claim 15 is commensurate within the scope of the 
invention, claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-15 are prosecuted in the case. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. The rejection of claims 11-12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 first paragrapli lias been 
overcome in the amendment filed on March 03, 2009. 

6. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14 under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Marsillje et al. '697 filed on March 03, 2009 have been fully 
considered and they are persuasive. Since the instant compounds do not have a 



the instant invention is distinct from Marsillje et al. '697. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5- 
12 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Marsillje et al. '697 has been withdrawn herein. 
Since claim 4 has been canceled, the rejection of Claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has 
been obviated herein. 

7. Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 14-15 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the 
art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of above 
reference to obtain the instant compounds has not been found. Claims 1-3, 5-12 and 
14-15 are allowed.
